He reports that 
Mosoa Taylor, a young farmer re- 
skiing near him, shot a neighbor- 
Ing farmer by the name of Fletcher 
Foster, and after shooting- him beat his 
brain* out with an ax. Taylor's wife 
attempted to escape by running to the 
house of Foster's mother, their near- 
est 
neighbor, 
but 
was followed 


by her husband, ivho entered the 
house and shot her through the head, 
killing her instantly. After doing this 
he started toward his house, but before 
reaching it ho retraced his steps, and, 
when within thirty yards of Mrs. Fos- 
ter's house, shot himself through the 
head and fell dead in the road. 


The cause is supposed to be jealousy. 


The parties are all well connected, be- 
ing members of the best families of our 
county. Foster was about 35 years 
of ajje and unmarried. The coroner 
and Mr. Webb have just departed for 
the scene of the tragedy, which is ten 
miles northeast of this place.

The Duties of a Government Storekeeper. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—Senator Cock- 


rell ha» received an answer from the 
commissioner of internal revenue to his 
recently published letter, concerning 
the character of duties performed by 
internal revenue employes. Commis- 
sioner Mason denies the frequent state- 
ment that the salaries of store keepers 
and the fees for gangers form a portion 
of tho expense incurred by the United 
States in the storing of dlstile.1 spirits. 
The salaries and fees of theso officers 
are a part of the expense incurred in 
the collection of internal revenue. 


"It is a mistake," says Mr. Mason, 
"lo consider that cither the storekeeper 
or guager is employed for tho protec- 
tion of the distiller. They are both 
ofllcors of the United States appointed 
to look after and guard the interests of 
the government. While n storekeeper 
has the custody of a. distillery ware- 
house, and the spirits contained there- 
in ho Is in no sense a guard or watch- 
man lor the distiller."

The 
other 800 are undoubtedly dead iu the 
mine. Besides the workingmen, five 
pupils and an instructor in Przibrara 
school of mines, who descended the 
shaft an hour before the alarm was 
given, are missing. 


The young men Bent down with the 


instructor, as had been their wont for 
the last few weeks, to study practical 
mining. All of the five were about to 
be graduated and were taking the 
course in the mine preparatory to their 
final 
examinations. 
Their families 


have been notified and the fathers of 
two have gone 
to 
Przihram from 


Prague, and the fathers of the other 
threo are expected. They were sum- 
moned merely to identify the bodies of 
their sons, as all hope that any of the 
imprisoned miners will be token out 
alive has been abandoned 


The work of bringing up the bodies 


has been continued steadily all the 
afternoon. Those at a distance from 
the shaft and ten in a group were 
prostrate with their heads wrapped in 
coats. Most of the men were suffo- 
cated it is thought, before the flames 
reached them. In one narrow gallery 
fifteen charred trunks were found in a 
heap of embers, but such cases of cre- 
mation seem to have been the excep- 
tion. 


Tho bodies have been laid out on pine 


boards under a temporary lean-to 
against tho company's shops at the 
mouth of the pit. Comparatively few 
of the bodies have been identified. 
About twenty-five have been taken 
away by the widows of the dead miners. 
More than 135 are still unclaimed, as 
the disfiguration of the features has 
rendered most of them unrecognizable. 
The cage brings up the bodios, nine or 
ten at a tfme. When the poisonous va- 
por in the far interior of the mine has 
been abated the work will be can-led 
on more rapidly, as at present the 
searchers have to proceed with extreme 
care, and have not ventured in the 
parts last burned and to w hloh a ma- 
jority of the miners are thought to have 
been driven by the advancing flames. 


It is estimated that moro than 200 


families, representing almost 1,000 of 
the population of Przibram have been 
left destitute and helpless by the acci- 
dent. 


The clergy of the city have been in thu 


field around the pit's mouth to-day dis- 
tributing money and food, and free 
dinners will be given to the suf- 
ferers 
by 
the 
city 
authorities 


to-morrow and Saturday. Appeals for 
help have been sent out in all directions 
and about, 1,000 gnlldon are said to have 
l>cen received from Prague alone. Em- 
peror Franz Joseph has sent a contribu- 
tion and has dispatched an official from 
the department of the interior to make 
a special report on the disaster.

A Description of roar Different MethaUi 


with » Bcport of Beialti. 


Four farmers living in the same com- 


mon school district furnish the subject 


f those remarks. One of them owns 
,000 acres, the next farmer adjoining to 
him owns 200 acres, tho next 80 acres, 
and the fourth owns 800 acres. Fanner 
Jo, 1 top dresses with manure all his 
anda when in grass. 
He keeps two 


cams drawing the fresh manure from 
ds stable the whole year round. Farmer 
To. 2 buys bone dust and sows with his 
orn and wheat, and buys every year, 
'armor No. 3 forms his with hard 
mocks and novel places any manure 
vhatover upon his soil. Farmer No. 4 
lanls ont all his barnyard manure and 
preads it over his soil and sows in 
lover one or two fields each year, for 
.ho double purpose of patituro and fer- 
ilizing. 
What are the results? 
No. 1 has 


irought his laud up to a fourfold yield 
n productiveness, and can soil it for 
lonble as much as he gave for it flvo 
oars ago. No. 3 sowed a field last soa- 
on in fall wheat nud realized twenty- 
hrco bushels per acre, sowing with hone 
lust. No. 3, immediately across the way 
and or. tho same kind of soil as No, 2, 
Bowed fall wheat without bone dust and 
got eleven bushels to the acreX No. 4 
;ot twenty-nvo per aero on clovered land. 
A similar difference is noticed all over 
;ho country, yet one man adheres to his 
own methods in the face of such differ- 
ences soon and observed all around him. 


'Why is It?" In reply to this natural 


cjuestiou, a correspondent of The Prairio 
Farmer, who related tho foregoing, an- 
nwcra: Former No. 1 roads agricultural, 
journals and gives his attention mostly to 
fust horses,brooding and rearing the same 
for market. Farmer No. 3 reads u polit- 
ical farm journal Farmer No. 3 reads 
no form periodical at all—goes it as his 
fathers did a hundred years ago, Farmer 
No. 4 reads a half dozen farm journals 
and experiments besides. Farmers land 
4 arc stock raisers and grow some wheat 
and oato. Farmers No. S and 8 aro groin 
raisers for tho most part. The farmer 
who neglects to ronovato his soil is sure 
not to prosper. For every crop tho soil 
yields us wo should restore ns much as 
wo took from it, and tho cosiest method 
for so doing is to sow tho soil in clover, 
BOW regularly and haul out all the ma- 
nure that accumulates in tho barnyard 
and top dress your meadow and tho thin 
places in your clover fields. 


Farmer No. 4 was o long while learn- 


ing tho use of clover on his loud. Ono 
ploco of worn out ooil ho sowed three 
times nndor different circumstances and 
foiled getting a stand. Do concluded to 
top dross it tho fourth year and spread 
barnyard mnunro over it, giving it a 
moderately thick dressing. It was not 
planted in any othor crop, and this timo 
he secured a splendid stand of clover. 


Now whether it was tho old sood or 


tho now found in tho fresh manure, he 
was unablo to sny, A neighbor had told 
lu'm that ho had tho samo experience. 
only ho got his inauuro from an old sweet 
ictato plant pit which had laid there 
ight years, and after spreading it on a 
loor piece of land there came a splendid 
tand of clover. Formers arc learning 
hat there is no forage crop that is as 
rentable as tho clover, toko it as prov- 
jndcr or as a fertilizer.

Why Potatoes Itun Out. 


It is comparatively only » few years 


rhat potatoes havo been largol) grown 
'or market. It ia possible that under 
nny conditions, tho plants grown as they 
are from oyos or buds wonld thus p«r- 
xjtmato tho weaknesses of tho parent 
items, and thus tend to degeneration, 
But tho ovil has boon greatly Increased 
ay tho blight and rot diseases, and by 
;ho ravages of tho potato bug. What- 
ovor injures tho leaves of a potato plant 
lessons its vitality and destroys its value 
for seed, It is hardly possible to entire- 
ly escape some injury to potato foliage. 
Every plant nffoctod produces seed that 
is loss vigorous, and as tho beetlo selects 
tho loss thrifty plants to deposit its eggs 
tho injury tapidly increases, until a 
largo part of tho crop is made worthless 
for seed purposes.

necessities of want, or the pressure of ei-

>ass before a tribunal cold nod relentless 
ns death. I mean the merciless tribunal 
of this iron industrial age. The tribunal 
lefore which yon have hitherto stood has 
aeked eimply, What do yon know? The 
.ribunal to which yon go will ask, What 
can yon do? and this will be the sole test 
ot yonr worth to the world. Bnt while I 
speak thus to forewarn you, I would not 
lave yon think that the busy world into 
which yon go is simply n judgment hall, 
any more than a paradise. It will be to 
yon largely what yon make it, and I most 
sincerely congratulate you upon your 
success hitherto in gathering resources 
that will enable yoo to make it much, 
yea more than it boa ever been, both for 
yourselves and others. 


Some ot yon will aspire to places which 


yonr present attainments are wholly in- 
adequate to enable yon to fill, bnt there 
lies open to yon the path of the seminary, 
the college the university. Let me im- 
press npon yon this, that no time is lost 
which is spent in thorough preparation 
on well-defined educational linee for fu- 
ture work. 
Some of yon will go put into the bnsy 


marts of trade or business, and in the 
great surging sea ot industrial life yon 
will be lost to sight, lost to the acquain- 
tances of your youth, lost to the eye, if 
not to the heart of yonr instructors; bnt 
let me urge yon to remember that "the 
All-Seeing eye" will watch yon with eter- 
nal nnabnting interest.
